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CANADA TO 
NAVY OF HER OWN 


Will First Build Cruisers For Pro- 
tection of Both Atlantic and 
Pacific Coasts. 


Canadian Associated Press, 
London, Aug. 18—It is understood 
that New Zealand will provide cruis- 
ers for New Zealand waters instead of 
a Dreadnought for the fleet, At the 
final meetinng of the imperial defence 
scomerence tomorrow a reolution will 
be brought forward to the effect that 
all naval and military forces of the 
‘empire shall so ‘be organized that each 
shall be in a position to render effici- 
ent service in an emergency in any 
part of the empire. Subsequently the 
Overseas delegates will meet the com- 
mit&ée of imperia! defence. 
Canada to Have Her Own Navy. 
According to the published details 
the question of the amount to be ex- 
pended on a Canadian navy and the 
time and place for ordering ships, 
will be decided aiter the delegates re- 
turn, Canada wants her own navy 
and on this point the supreme con- 
sideration is constitutional freedom 
and to this question strategy must be 
subordinated. 
The details of the disposttion of the 
ships have not yet been concluded. 
Canada has two oceans to consider 
and work must begin practically sim- 
ultuneously on both coasta, The de- 
fence scheme includes the increase 


of dock facilities. Prince Rupert, 
Montreal and Quebec have to be con- 
sidered, 


The Standard says: “If Australia 
and Canada wish to have fleets they 
»must be their own, controlled and 
paid for by them, but their feet need 
not be diverted from thé path which 

_ they ean safely pursue hand in hand 
with the mother country. The nations 
to which it gave birth may be taking 
their first step towards an even hap- 
pier co-operation in the distant fut 
ure,” 

The Daily Telegraph says: “Time 
alone can show whether the seed of 
imperial uniagefor mutual defence is 
destined to mature, but if it should 
flourish and ripen accerding to our 
present hopes, the future needs of the 
most remarkable and noble sea league 
kuiown to history will have been 
formed, 

The Times remarks that the Empire 
must wait for authentic information 
respecting the imperial defence con- 
ference at least till Premier Ward 
reaches New Zealand, and concludes 
that it must always be remembered, 
however, that no matter how complete 
the local control of the naval force 
provided by the Dominions may be 
there is no solution of the imperial 
problem to be found in a provision 
for local naval defence. If one re- 
sult of the conference is to secure a 
wider and more popular recognition of 
this fact, a great deal will have been 
acecmplished, and the ground will 
then have been cleared for the forma. 
tion, sooner or later, we trust as soon 
as may be, of an imperial sea-going 
équadron, as far as possible complete 
in all its parts, capable d& such, of 
taking its place in the general scheme 
for the organization of naval defence 
throughout the empire, Such a squad- 
ron might ce-operate with the units 

‘ owned by the Dominions, built and 

maintained at their own expense,man- 
ned by their own citizens and sub 
ject in all respects to their own con- 
trol in time of peace, but 60 organ- 
ized, 80 disposed even in time of peace 
that they might at the outbreak or 
threat of war, upon the wish of their 
respective governments, fall into line 
as organic parts of an imperial fleet. 

The more nearly the conclusions of 

the conference approach to this ideal 
the more hopefully shall we look to 
their results, 

Announcement no Surprise. 

Ottawa, Aug. 18—The announcement 
in the cables from London as to the 
plans tor the naval defence of the 
empire as outlined at the imperial de- 
fence conference does not occasion any 
ae in official circles in Ottawa.

of the  semi-official announceme 
made beiore the departure of Canada’s 
representatives at the conference, Sir 
Frederick Borden and Hon. L. P.

It is expected that Canada will com- 
mepce working out her own naval pro- 
gram by the construction of a few 
first class cruisers, torpedo boats and 
su rines, which would prove in- 
valuable in tiwe of war and to a large 
extent relieve Great Britain of the ne- 
cessity of defending Canada’s coasts. 

The fnitial expo on an in- 
terest basis shold not prove to be a 
great burden, probably not more than 
three million dollars per annum, or 
less than half that sum being spent 
on the land forces, 

According to the latest information 
received here Hon, Mr. Brodeur will 
sail for Canada on August 26. Shortly 
atter his arrival a definite announce- 
ment as to the number of vessels Can- 
ada will undertake to lay down in the 
next few years will probably be forth.

TEACHERS 1S REMOVED

Since the rturn of D. 8. McKenzie, 
deputy minister of education, from 
Great Britain, where he studied the 
British education system, correspond- 
ence has been contizued between the 
Department and Old Country teachers 
who are desirous of voming to the 
province of Alberta to follow their 
prolession. 

On the return of Mr. McKenzie, 
Premier Rutherford, as minister 0* 
education, addressed a letter to the 
Secretary of Statea for the Colonies 
which was calculated to greatly faci- 
litate British teachers in leaving the 
mother country. About a year ago a 
regulation came into effect which for 
a time threatened tq be a serious 
obstacle to teachers wishing to come 
to Canada, The regulation provided 
that a candidate before being admit- 
ted to a British training college must 
give an understanding to the Board 
of Education that, in return for grants 
paid under the board's regulations 
under his or her account, he or she 
would serve the board as a teacher 
for a specified period, Male students 
were required to complete seven years 
service within ten years and female 
students five years within a period 
of eight years after finishing their 
courses at the training schools. 

The Barrier Removed. 

This naturally created a barrier to 
the exodus of British teachers, but 
the letter of the Premier removed this 
barrier. The effect was an official 
proceeding in which Lord Crewe, pre 
sident of the board of Education, ad- 
dressed a letter to Earl Grey, a copy 
of which was forwarded to the Edu- 
cational Department. This letter an- 
nounced that the board of Education 
was impowered by the Lords’ Com- 
missioners of the treasury to accept 
for the purpose of the undertaking 
in question, service in — domia- 
ions in schoola either eleméntary or 
secondary, provided (a) That the 
schools are either maintained or aid- 
ed and inspected by atate govern- 
ment. (b) That service is such as to 
occupy the whole working time of 
the teacher. Further that in order 
to have the required recognition of 
the board, applications must be 
made through the department of Ed 
ucation of the province in which the 
teacher serves. 

“The effect of this change in the 
regulations for British teachers” said 
Mr. McKenzie to a Bulletin repre- 
sentative, ‘‘is that Alberta schools 
may get the benefit of the British 
training schools. Of the teachers 
who have already come many of them 
have high qualifications being grada- 
ates of the best Old Country univer: 
sities and colleges. Superior quali- 
fications will be recognized by the de- 
partment in alloting situations to the 
new comers,” 

Coming on Every Boat. 

Mr. McKenzie said that 
every boat crossing the Atlantic 
brings some teachers to Alberta, 80 
great is the demand, however, to fill 
positions in the new school districts 
in the province that if 200 teachers 
wert to come between now and the 
close of the year positions could be 
found for them all. 

“The department is very well pleas- 
ed with the great majority of Britien 
teachers whom we now have,” said 
Mr. McKenzie, ‘They seem willing 
to be initiated into our ways of do 
ing things and I have not the least 
doubt but that they will make good.”

Mrs. Lewis, of Vancouver, Recent Visitor to Edmontun, 
Writes of Alberta's Capital in Saturday Sunset. A Good 
Story of the City’s Development. 


A recent edition of the Saturday 
Sanset, the bright weekly published | 
at Vancouver, contains an interesting} 
article from. the pen of Mrs. Lewis, 
who recently made-a trip to this city. 
Mrs, Lewis’ article is strikingly ac- 
curate considering the short time in 
which she took to secure the infor- 
mation. ‘The following is the article 
whieh was\accompanied by very ef- 
fective cuts :-— 

Edmonton, the capital of Alberta, 
is a city of promise. Possibilities per- 
meate everything. The city has pas- 
sed the critical stage and now looks 
forward to the future with that op- 
timism so typical of the West. Fifty 
years hence when the curtain § is 
thrown back and the present is view- 
ed with the eye of the future what a 
remarkable picture of progress and 
development will flit across the can- 
vas. The pioneering stage is still on. 
It has made Edmonton, as it has 
made all other Western cities. And 
the modern pivneer will continue the 
work until Edmonton is one of the 
foremost cities of the Dominion, Nine 
years ago it was but a little town on 
the plains. Today it is a city of 20,- 
000, with city manners, city customs, 
and city conveniences. And as a city 
of destiny it is only in its infancy. 

The city is idealiy located on an 
eminence from where the valley of 
the Saskatchewan may be followed on 
its winding course as it passes through 
a country luxuriant in foliage, and 
which is capable of growing almost 
every description of plant. The Ram. 
Say green houses, ten in number, ara 
famous throughout Canada for their 
marvellous roses and excite the won- 
der of all visitors, showing the won- 
derful fertility of the soil. Edmonton’s 
business streets are wide and impos. 
ing. They were built with an eye to 


, the future and with ‘knowledge that 


the best shopping thoroughfare tempts 
the purchaser from one side to the 
other and back again, Pretty homes 
are making a frame of the city com- 
mercial picture, 

The novelty of having electric street 
cars has not yet worn off as the trol- 
leys have only been running a short 
time. They are watched with curi 
ous eyes by both old and young, their 
advent marking a new era ip the de- 
velopment of the city. Particularly 
fortunate was the amalgamation of, 
the interests which controlled the! 
street railways in Edmonton and! 
Strathconu although this union was 
thought to be at least a matter sev- 
eral years in the future. The Strath. 
cona charter was bought for $10,000 
with a proviso to operate within 60! 
days, which hecessitated laying rails, 
while provision had to be made to 
supply power, light, ete. This was 
successfully carried out and Edmon- 
ton and Strathcona has now a splen. 
did street car service. 

Three Transcontinental Roads. 

Three transcontinental — railroads 
now serve Edmonton, making it the 
most important railway «entre  be- 
tween Winnipeg and Vancouver. The 
Grand Trunk Pacific had the steel 
laid into the city in July and it has 
been for some time served by the 
Canadian Northern and Canadian Pa- 
cific railway. she Kdmonten and 
Slave Like and the Welmonton, Yu- 
kon and Pacific also operate out of 
Edmonton, ‘ The Grand Trunk Pacific 
vwn 480 acres in Edmonton and thc 
company was recently granted $100,- 
000 with which to build their shops, 
which will be the largest west of 
Winnipeg. One million dollars is now 
being spent by the Canadian Pageific 
railway, which now runs to Strath- 
cona, to get into Edmonton across the 
Saskatchewan river with a high level, 
bridge, for the right of way of which 
the company spent $125,000. Ticket, 
freight and telephone offices are now 
open in Edmonton, Edmonton owes 
mueh to-the C, N. R, and this rail- 
way will undoubtedly play an import- 
ant part in the growth of that city. 
The C. N..R. owns 60 acres of land 
in the heart of the e¢ity and is now 
building from Edmonton to iy mes 


Landing, of whieh over thirty miles 
of line are now complete. The CG N. 
R. also has a line to Stoney ,Plain, 


part. Within the immediate vicinity 
of Edmonton there are twelve coal 
mines, while in the surrounding dia- 
trict the total mines are twenty- 
eight, yielding from 709 to 2,000 tons 
a day. 

Coal Mining Industry. 

Coal miping is fast becoming a very 
important inddstry. The country 
throughout the district is more or less 
underlaid with lignite coal of very 
high grade for domestic and steam 
producing purposes. It occurs in Jater- 
al seams vary!ng in thickness from 3 
to 20 feet. 

These seams outcrop along the bank 
of the river, and hitherto mining was 
carried*on by tunnelling into the

The Merchants’ Bank was establish- 
ed in Fdmonton ii February, 1893, 
having its first branch opened in 
Western Canada ip 1876.

To the Imperial Bank belongs the 
distinction of being the first banking 
institution to operate in Edmonton. 
The Imperial Bank opened up in 
small quarters in 1891, but erected a 
new building in 1895, Two years 
ago a handsome new $100,000 strue- 
ture was copped: Mr. G. RB F. 
Kirkpatrick has ‘been manager of the 
Edmontow branch since it opened it

At the 
resent time the Clarke Dredging Co, 
lave a very up-to-date dredge in oper- 
ation four miles up the river, and will 
have a second one at work by the 
end of August. 

Natural gas has been 
within the city limits, while a véry 
heavy flow has been struck by the 
Canadian-American Oil Company at 
Morinville, who have a franchise to 
supply the cities with gas at a very 
low rate. 

Oil is found in certain parts of the 
district, and these deposits are now 
in process of development at Egg 
Lake and Morinville, _ twenty-five 
miles from the cities. 

Extensive beds of tar, sand, marl, 
and.fire clay are found in the district. 

The first saw mill to, be built in 
this district was located on the Sask- 
atechewan River, a few miles above 
Edmonton by the govertiment in 1876. 
It supplied Jumber to the settlers and 
provided the material required for the 
buildings then being erected by the 
government of the old Northwest Ter- 
ritories, at Battleford. 

Edmonton as a Manufacturing Centre 

To-day in Edmonton and 8Strath- 
cona four sawmills are operating with 
a combined capacity of about 20,000,- 
000 per year, and giving employment 
to about 300 men.
